IN SORDID WORLD 


When Benjamin Olivo (above) talks about the 
kangaroo court that sentenced Carlos Luis Fe- 
liciano to be shot, he speaks almost with pride, 
as though his gang had done what had to be.

This savage loyalty flows from the yearnings 
of teen-agers to have a sense of belonging, and 
in slum areas the yearnings are acute. This is 
particularly true in Harlem, which is largely 
a Negro community, and even more in East 
Harlem, where many thousands of immigrants 
from Puerto Rico settled. There, imprisoned in 
squalor, juveniles draw to themselves and es- 
tablish their own rules of conduct. The very 
names they select for their sroups— ‘Imperial 
Counts,’ “Dukes,” “Ambassadors,” “Vice- 
roys, Bladesmen,” “Noble Englishmen” and 
“Enchanters "—are reminders that what they 
want most is identity and self-esteem, 

Detectives assigned to Youth Squads know 
that their first task is to preserve the peace. As 
an aid to investigations in any cases that might 
arise, they have assembled files on all teen-age 
groups, the good ones as well as the bad, with 
complete identifications of the memberships, 
even to nicknames. They constantly patrol the 
trouble areas, striving to disarm marauding 
teen-age gangs before violence can happen. But 
they know they can make only stopgap efforts 
in a world that has not worked out ways to 
prevent such pitiful scenes as the one at right.

MENTAL ILLNESS: THE NEW HOPE 


SIGNS OF A DOUBLE BREAKTHROUGH ON OUR NO. 1 DISEASE JUSTIFY A NATIONAL EFFORT 


What does it feel like to “‘go crazy”? Until recently research- 
ers into mental illness could only imagine what sort of emo- 
tions and sensations go through the minds of those unfor- 
tunates who fall victim to it. But now, through taking a drug 
called LSD (a derivative of ergot, the fungus which grows 
on rye), human “guinea pigs’’ can make themselves tempo- 
rarily insane, and some 20 hours later, when they return to 
normal, report what they experienced. 

At first they experience a slight irritability and anxiety. 
Gradually the anxiety deepens. Their thoughts slow down 
and grow confused, and they lose the ability to express them. 
They may know the actual time, and the date, but time itself 
has lost its meaning. They see visual illusions, including 
brilliant colors. They lose a sense of personal identity and 
may feel that parts of their body have changed form. They are 
fearful, and a person who asks too many questions may seem 
to change his appearance, taking on a menacing, hostile look. 

All very interesting but—one may ask—so what? So, one 
may reply, a great deal. For if a chemical can cause mental 
illness, possibly other chemicals can cure it. No such cure 
has yet been found, and may never be, but some chemicals 
already have been found which alleviate mental illness and 
make the victim more receptive to treatment. 

How important such progress is may be conveyed by two 
frightening statistics: 1} More than half of all hospital beds 
are now occupied by the mentally ill—more than the victims 
of polio, cancer, heart disease and all other illnesses com- 
bined; and 2) one out of every 10 Americans will at some 
time be hospitalized for severe mental illness unless medi- 
cine and science can cut down these fearful odds. 


They can be cut. Evidence already exists that adequate and 
intensive treatment can discharge as many as 80% of mental 
patients in the first year of treatment. The trouble is that 
most mental hospitals are so overcrowded and understaffed 
(an average of one psychiatrist to every 325 patients) that 
the patients get practically nothing but custodial care. A 
vicious circle is set up requiring still more buildings for still 
more custodial care of patients who do not get the treatment 
necessary to get them back into useful society. But the solu- 
tion is not in building more hospitals. It is in emptying the 
ones we have—by preventing new cases from developing and 
by getting the existing ones out. 

That is why mental illness, our biggest single health prob- 
lem, ought to be made the target of our next great national 
effort to conquer disease, to attempt a “breakthrough” simi- 
lar to the thrilling one against polio. Dr. Jonas Salk, while 
being showered a few weeks ago with tributes for his part in 
achieving that breakthrough, himself suggested such a new 
effort. The time is ripe for it because recent advances in 
knowledge about mental illness suggests in fact the possibil- 
ity of a double breakthrough—the first through improved 
psychiatric treatment and the second through medication 
with the new drugs. 

Sigmund Freud, and other scientists before and after him, 
had long suspected that insanity’s causes might be physical 
rather than psychic—an imbalance of glandular secretions 
rather than a malfunction of thought. The remarkable effects 
of LSD bear this out. So does research growing out of Army 
experiments in “nerve gas,”’ which discovered that a body 
hormone, serotonin, when produced in excess, can create 
mental imbalance quite similar to the effects of LSD—and 
interestingly enough, serotonin’s chemical structure also is 
very similar to LSD. 


For centuries India’s herb doctors have been quieting the 
mentally distressed by having them chew snakeroot. About 
five years ago doctors discovered that drugs made from snake- 
root are effective against high blood pressure, and in so using 
it found that it also produced great serenity and calm. This 
led others to try it on the mentally ill, and it was found 
surprisingly effective—principally in reducing the chronic 
anxiety which attends such illness, and thus making the 
person much better able to respond to therapy. Similar 
results also have recently been obtained with a synthetic 
drug, chlorpromazine. 

Results with both drugs have been so encouraging that 
New York State, for example, predicts that these drugs will 
permit 25% of its mental patients to be discharged within two 
years. But the threshold has scarcely been crossed in this 
whole fascinating field, most of which is still wrapped in mys- 
tery—including the dividing line between genius and insanity 
(volunteers who have taken both LSD and one of the offset- 
ting drugs did not go insane but into an ecstatic state which 
they recalled as one of poetic rapture). 

But even with existing knowledge adequate care can make 
tremendous inroads into the mental health problem. This 
has been shown both at Boston Psychopathic Hospital (where 
Harvard psychiatrists train) and at Topeka, where Drs. Will 
and Karl Menninger have done such notable pioneering in the 
whole field. At Topeka the psychiatric staffs of three different 
hospitals—the Menninger Foundation, the state mental hos- 
pital and the veterans’ hospital—are all pooled as a single 
training staff. They are now training LOO new psychiatrists— 
astoundingly, this is one eighth of the whole U.S. national 
total. The state has contributed $750,000 for the project, and 
there is now one psychiatric worker for each 2.2 patients 
in the hospitals. As a result the number of bed patients 
last year declined by 7% in Kansas while the national aver- 
age increased 15%. 

Again, in Boston, a big key to the success achieved there 
is adequate staff—30 resident psychiatric doctors to 130 
beds. But Boston Psychopathic’s 80% release rate also is 
due to a new approach to treatment, which eliminates all 
the traditional symbols that stigmatize the insane—strait 
jackets, barred doors, locks, the denial of forks and other 
sharp instruments. Its patients are treated in every way as 
if they were normal. 


These, then, are the promises which justify making mental 
illness the No. 1 target for this double breakthrough. It is a 
cause which needs only public awareness and private initia- 
tive to enlist as many million volunteer crusaders, and as 
many dimes and dollars, as did the conquest of polio. A begin- 
ning has been made by the National Association of Mental 
Health which is seeking $5 million this year. But the task 
will require many more millions and much more intensive 
organization. For the goals should be threefold—to train 
thousands of new psychiatrists to remedy the present inade- 
quacy, to finance scores of low-cost psychiatric clinics where 
mental illness can be checked before it grows serious, and 
finally to finance much greater research into the whole field of 
mental chemistry. This is a task to which all Americans can 
eladly dedicate themselves. They are at their finest in working 
together in voluntary causes, a national phenomenon devel- 
oped to such a degree that it amazes foreign visitors like 
André Siegfried (Lire, June 12). There could be no finer 
object for this free American cooperation than making this 
investment in a saner society.

French doctors rescue Africans 
from fly with bite that blinds 


The scourge of the Nbwa fly had spread such 


disease and fear in the Mayo-Kebbi region of 


French Equatorial Africa that 44,000 natives 
had fled. But many of those who left were 
already marked by the fly which, in biting, 
releases a parasite which forms cysts in the 
skin and later often causes blindness. 

Into the valley came a French medical mis- 
sion equipped with helicopters. Despite their 


usual fear of white doctors, thousands of na- 
tives streamed to the makeshift huts (wbove) 
where the rescue team worked around the 
clock cutting out cysts to prevent blindness. 
To wipe out the flies, helicopters drenched 
their riverbank breeding ground with insecti- 
cide. So effective was the campaign that within 
40 days the disease was checked and there was 
scarcely a Nbwa alive along the Mayo-Kebbi.

Last week, to maintain U.S. military strength, a reluctant U.S. Con- 
gress was extending the draft law through 1959, and in Colorado a 
young draftee named Thomas Edward Tedford was, as thousands of 
young Americans must, exploring the painful mysteries of KP and 
close-order drill and morosely asking, “What do they want with the 
M-1 when they got the A-bomb?” 

Tedford, a 20- -vear-old truck driver from Little Falls. Minn., was called 
to duty last January. As US 55512755, one of 500,000 draftees now in the 
Army, he entered on an experienc e familiar in many ways to thousands of 
wartime GIs. But as a peacetime draftee in an Army with no battles to 


fight, there are differences. Even the term GI is disappearing: instead 
there are “RAs” or Regular Army (561,000 of them) men and “US's” or 
ain like Tedford, whose serial numbers are prefixed with U.S. The 

ur to duty comes not from the enemy but from officers and the RAs. 

For the draftee, some changes are depressing. USO parties are fewer: 
hitchhiking is harder. Civilians seem indifferent or sometimes hostile to 
soldiers. The draftees get the general feeling that no one is really watch- 
ing. Yet, going through the rugged training at Fort Carson, Colo., where 
these pictures were taken, Tedford has found that along with the new 
and ancient gripes, there are also rewards to be found in a draftee’s life.

After eight weeks of basic training at Fort Wood, Mo., Ted- 
ford had shipped to Fort Carson for specialized training in 
light weapons.

The intimate diary of Austrian interpreter at Moscow treaty talks reveals 


that the Reds were willing to bargain quickly but with no change in price 


by WALTER KINDERMANN 


This spring in Moscow, Russian diplomatic policy put 
on a brand-new face. After delaying 10 vears on an 
Austrian treaty, the Communists suddenly settled 
evervthing in four crucial days of negotiations. The 
free world, looking ahead to next week's Big Four meet- 
ing in Geneva, can learn something of Russian bar- 
gaining methods from the experience of the Austrians. 
This article is an intimate, firsthand report on those 
methods by a man who was present at every session 
and translated every offer and counterolfer—the official 
Austrian interpreter, Walter Kindermann. 

The Austrians found the new Soviet approach un- 
expectedly straightforward and businesslike—but one 
vital thing had not changed at all: whatever Russia 
really wanted, Russia got. The chief issues under ne- 
gotiation at the Moscow talks were: 


1 Austria’s future foreign policy, which Austria 

hoped to state only in general terms while Rus- 

sia wanted a blunt promise of neutrality. 

2 Withdrawal of Russian troops. which Russia in- 

tended to grant anyway but only in return for Aus= 

trian concessions. 

3 Payment for the Austrian oil fields which were 

developed after Russia occupied the country. 
Kindermann’s diary tells how Russia behaved, both 
in bargaining and banqueting. Kindermann was born of 
an Austrian-Belgian family in Russia and lived in that 
country until 1945, Because of this his impressions of 
things Russian—including Russian politicians—are apt 
to be sympathetic and even sentimental. But his record 
of the give-and-take of the conference reveals just what 
it is like to sit down opposite the Soviet Union in 1955, 


PRIL 11—We are six persons in the Russian plane’s passenger 
cabin. Chancellor Julius Raab, Vice-Chancellor Adolf Scharf, 
Foreign Secretary Leopold Figl. State Secretary Bruno Kreisky and 
two modest assistants, the ehancelidr’s secretary, Dr. Ludwig Steiner, 
and myself, invited by the chancellor to be his personal interpreter, I 
was born in Russia 59 years ago and I am familiar with the language 
and conditions of the country. 

The six-man crew of the plane wears military uniforms so we do 
not seem to be flying in a regular passenger plane. The interior of the 
plane looks strange at first glance. The usual arrangement of seats 1s 
missing and the passenger eats is divided into two parts by a plush 
curtain. In each of the two divisions there is a table with a plush 
cover, two very comfortable leather chairs and a sleeping couch. Two 
glass cases filled with chinaware look rather peculiar in these sur- 
roundings. We do not have to put on safety belts at all. As a matter 
of fact, there are no such provisions on the plane. 


APRIL 12, Moscow—At 9:45 a.m. the four members of the Austrian 
delegation, accompanied by Austrian Ambassador Norbert Bischoff 
and myself, board three big, black limousines of a Cadillac type. We 
drive to the Kremlin. 

We are led into Molotov’s large office. Opposite the door Is a cater- 
cornered desk. Under the window is a long conference table where 
about 25 people can be seated. The chairs are hard and not uphol- 
stered. | remember the words of the well-known philosopher, Lev 
Petrazhitzky, who taught about 40 years ago at the universities of 
Petrograd and Moscow: “Gentlemen, sit on hard chairs when you 
work; it is useful for the spirit.” On the walls are pictures of Lenin 
and Stalin. Everything is pointedly practical and simple, almost severe. 

Minister Molotov i ae each of the guests with a hand- 
shake and a few friendly words. He talks in a low voice. He sug- 
vests that we have the first meeting at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 


The gentlemen look at each other appraisingly and attentively. 
They dc not seem to get any closer to each other, 

Molotov is the prototype of a thinking man. One rarely finds a 
warm note in his voice, but when there is a warm note. he sounds 
sincere. Only once e does he seem really agitated: when he mentions 
the war oe astation in the Soviet Union. It seems that he has not yet 
sot used to the misery that befell his people. Everything he says is 
carefully ‘ eighed and considered, often reduced to its barest es- 
sence. If, for a brief moment, he seems to get closer to the person he 
is talking to, he immediately withdraws. He could be a university pro- 
fessor of Roman law or mathematics. I am suddenly overcome by the 
absurd idea that he may ask me to solve a mathematical problem and 
will give me a bad mark if my answer is not LOO% correct. 


THE negotiations are conducted by Molotov and Deputy Premier 
Mikoyan. Also present are Minister Ivan Kabanov and Deputy Min- 
isters Vladimir Semenov and Pavel Kumykin, as well as some others. 

The negotiations take place around the long, narrow table on the 
hard chairs. The Soviets are seated with their backs to the window, 
the Austrians opposite them. First a Russian interpreter opposite me, 
then Molotov opposite the chancellor, Mikoyan opposite the vice- 
chancellor, and so on down the line. Nobody presides. 

Molotov welcomes the Austrian delegation in smooth, conven- 
tional phrases, friendly but cold. Raab answers in a few correct sen- 
tences. Molotov then asks the chancellor what problem he wants 
to discuss first. 

The Austrian delegation has a prepared agenda listing the various 
problems. The first point is the immediate signature “of the state 
treaty by the Soviet Union [the draft treaty which had been drawn up 
in Paris six years earlier]. Molotov replies that this point should not 
be discussed for the time being, that it belongs last on the agenda. 
When I object to the Russian interpreter’s translation: which is not

precise on two or three points and distorted elsewhere, Molotov 
suggests that I also do the translation from the Russian into the 
German. | accept, and he instructs his interpreter to follow my 
words and check them. 

One of the controversies is over the date of withdrawal of Rus- 
sian occupation troops from Austria. Molotov suggests six months 
after the ratification of the state treaty. The chancellor, vigorously 
supported by Scharf and Figl, objects very strongly. This could 
not possibly be accepted. [It would be even worse than the condi- 
tions set forth in the draft of the state treaty, which allows for 
only a three-month delay. But Raab does not want to accept even 
the three-month period. He asks for a fixed date, independent of 
ratification. He suggests Dec. 31, 1955. 

Molotov listens attentively, He seems to understand some Ger- 
man and does not always need an interpreter. He is not unimpressed 
by Raab’s argument but for the time being he does not give in. 

The question of military bases and Austria’s nonparticipation 
in military pacts has been, as Foreign Minister Fig] points out, the 
subject of negotiations in Berlin. There should be no controversy 
on this question since Austria does not intend to grant military 
bases to any foreign power. Furthermore, Austria has not the 
slightest intention of making military pacts. 

Molotov answers very guardedly. He turns into a diplomat.

Austria’s assurance is not sufficient. The Soviet government ex- 
pects the Austrian government to declare, in words of its own 
choosing, just what its foreign policy will be. This ought to be 
stated precisely with no possibility of misunderstanding. 

He does not use the word “neutrality,” but it is in the air and 
everybody can feel it. 

The chancellor answers quietly and prudently. His words have 
the effect of oil on water, Austria with her small army can- 
not possibly have any military aspirations. Nor can she partic- 
ipate in a struggle for power because she does not have the 
equipment for such a struggle. Her small army’s functions are 
merely the maintenance of order within the country and the pro- 
tection of her borders. Austria is deeply concerned about the 
inviolability of her borders and she wants to achieve an inter- 
national legal standing which would make it impossible for her 
borders to be violated. Austria alone could not defend herself 
effectively against anyone. 

The chancellor does not use the word “neutrality” either. 

Molotov answers very carefully. How does the chancellor en- 
vision such a guarantee? 

Raab replies that the four interested big powers must guarantee 
the inviolability of Austria’s borders by issuing an appropriate 
declaration. Molotov says that one may conclude with some cer- 
tainty from the past attitude of these powers that they would be 
agreeable to such a guarantee. Then, with perseverance, he returns 
to the subject of a declaration which he expects from the Austrian 
delegation regarding Austria’s future foreign policy. It is evi- 
dent that this again refers to “neutrality.” Raab replies that 
such a declaration cannot be given offhand but that the Austrian

In preparing the third instalment of Lire’s continuing 
series on ‘‘America’s Arts and Skills,” which will appear 
in next week’s issue, a LIFE reporter uncovered an amus- 
ing anecdote.

One merchandising-minded manufacturer, Chaun- 
cey Jerome, anxious to tap the British workingman mar- 
ket, shipped a boatload of his shelf models to England. 
Though the exact selling price is not known, it was low 
enough to worry the British customs into pre-empting 

. the entire lot at 10% above declared valuation. Customs 
promptly embargoed the cargo to protect the interests of 
the more expensive British makes. However, Jerome 
quickly exported another shipment, And another. 

Finally, the British government relented, convinced 
that Jerome could furnish an inexhaustible supply of 

clocks, designed to give the British workingman the time 
of day at a price he could afford to pay. Despite the 

_ protests of English clockmakers, the customs gates opened 
and a flood of mass-produced American clocks swamped 
the mother country, 

You'll see such historic timepieces in Lire next week, 
along with many another example of arts and skills from 
“The Sturdy Age of Homespun,” roughly 1800-1820. 

Though this era saw the beginnings of mass-production 
factories, still the individual craftsman was able to leave 
his mark on the design of the period. For this was an 
age of expansion when Americans left their coastal cities 

| and moved westward. Most of their clothes, tools and 
furniture the migrants made themselves, where they set- 
‘tled. And because the articles they made had first to be 
useful, these country mechanics and rural craftsmen kept 
things simple. In so doing they created an art form 
whose beauty anticipated today’s modern design by more 
than 150 years.

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delegation will confer on it. He asks that this question be post- 
poned to the following day. 

Mikoyan is especially skillful on economic questions. He often 
participates in the discussions on these questions and is a tough 
negotiator. The chancellor tells him that it is said in Vienna that 
in commercial arguments 10 Jews are equal to one Greek, and 10 
Greeks are equal to one Armenian. Mikoyan, who is an Armenian, 
is amused by this and he is equally amused when the chancellor 
tells Molotov that he is afraid Mikoyan may be a tough opponent 
for Austria in future economic negotiations. 

The economic questions to be negotiated are the following: 

1) Method of paying $150 million, the sum which was agreed 
upon in past negotiations as payment for the German property in 
Austriaswhich Russia had captured at the end of the war. 

2) The question of oil fields, oil refineries and oil companies 
in Austria. 

3) The question of the Danube Shipping Company. 

4) The possibility of a trade agreement. 

Molotoy and Mikoyan say the Soviet Union is ready to negoti- 
ate for the payment of the $150 million in merchandise and they 
ask for suggestions. They also say they are ready to cede the Soviet 
Union’s oil rights in Austria in return for the delivery of raw oil, 
the exact amount to be negotiated. The assets of the Danube Ship- 
ping Company in eastern Mastris may also be subject to negotia- 
tions. 

All these questions are treated superficially. It is late. A big 
reception by Mr. Molotov is scheduled for 6 o’clock. The meeting 
is therefore postponed until 11 the next morning. 


THE Austrian delegates are the last guests to appear at Molotov’s 
party. He welcomes us almost cordially. Mrs. Molotov, petite, with 
a small, intelligent face, says a few friendly words. 

The talk is animated and soon becomes still warmer. The tem. 
perature of the room increases quickly and the vodka does not 
exactly have a cooling effect. The chancellor exchanges many 
courteous words with high representatives of the Soviet govern- 
ment. Everything I translate, however, remains within the realm of 
generalities. Essentially it is a mutual assurance of goodwill. 

The U.S. ambassador, Charles Bohlen, is standing at the other 
side of a table. Suddenly [ hear Bulganin tell Molotov, “‘I shall ask 
Bohlen to come over.” “Surely,” says Molotov. Soon Bulganin 
and Bohlen are engaged in an animated, serious conversation which 
lasts quite a while. Correspondents are taking notes. This conversa- 
tion is considered a political event and within an hour telegrams 
will be sent all over the world. Bohlen’s Russian is not bad at all. 
He expresses himself without difficulty. He does not make the 
usual mistakes in pronunciation. 

The chancellor seems to be very hot. He does not want any 
more vodka. He would like to leave. But a member of the Austrian 
delegation whispers in my ear that I should not let the chancellor 
go. The custom here is to let the host signal the end of the party. 
A few minutes later it is said that, on the contrary, the chancellor, 
as head of the delegation in whose honor the party is being given, 
should be the first to leave. We say goodby, although we will join 
the Soviet government delegates again within an hour at the 
Austrian embassy. 

The dinner at the embassy is an imposing affair. Only about 20 
to 25 persons are present but they include the highest Soviet offi- 
cials: Premier Bulganin, Ministers Molotov, Mikoyan, Pervukhin, 
Kaganovich, Kabanovy and Deputy Ministers Mikhailov, Semenov 
and Kumykin. 

The Austrians get acquainted with a Russian custom which 
lends special charm to the meal. Short toasts are offered at intervals 
of but a few minutes: polite, witty toasts to one or the other of the 
guests present. Such a meal becomes a very lively affair in which 
everyone joins, although some may mind having to get up con- 
stantly to raise their elasses. A lengthy conversation with one’s 
neighbor is out of the question. 

It was amusing to observe how the members of the Austrian 
delegation at first were somehow reluctant to join in the toasts, 
and how, during the last days of our stay, they toasted with the 
same enthusiasm as the Russians. 


APRIL 13—The meeting on the second day takes place at Spiri- 
donovka Palace, which has a room well equipped for negotiations, 
The welcome is again very friendly and polite, but less formal 
than on the first day. 

Molotov asks if the Austrian delegation has arrived at a definite 
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opinion on the future foreign policy of Austria. He is extremely 
diplomatic and avoids everything that might look like an attempt 
to influence Austrian opinion. 

The Austrian delegation has prepared a written declaration which 
the chancellor now reads. Although the declaration does not ac- 
tually contain the word “neutrality,” it consists of expressions 
which define what is essentially a neutral foreign policy. Molotov 
does not find the declaration satisfactory. 

In the discussion that follows, the word “neutrality” is used. | 
*do not remember who pronounced it first. | am under the impres- 
sion, however, that it was Molotov. He says he cannot understand 
why the Austrian delegation shies away from the word. 

As always, the chancellor replies very quietly. The reason he 
did not use the word was that in these days it has become some- 
what discredited in international usage and he is afraid that the 
use of the word might possibly be a stumbling block for the other 
interested powers. 

Molotov is very friendly, but he says he does not share the chan- 
cellor’s anxieties. In Berlin, Secretary of State Dulles expressly 
stated that there would be no objections if Austria would strive for 
neutrality, and Dulles explicitly used the word “neutrality.” Molo- 
tov therefore believes that this expression may now be used, since 
not using it might easily lead to misunderstandings in future in- 
terpretations of what was said today, 

The chancellor asks to be permitted to interrupt the meeting

for 15 minutes in order to talk with his advisers. I believe he had 
been conscious of the problem from the very beginning and had 
only unwillingly continued to fight a lost battle. He now finds no 
more opposition in his delegation. Agreement is quickly reached 
on a brief formulation: Austria will strive toward a lasting neutral- 
ity, like Switzerland’s. 

The meeting is reopened and the chancellor reads the new for- 
mulation, After a moment's thought Molotov says a few words to 
Mikoyan and then states that the Soviet Union is satisfied. Thus 
the summit of the mountain is reached. Everybody relaxes. 

It should be noted that neither of the negotiating parties tried 
to define “neutrality.” [ am not sure whether or not that was 
done deliberately. 

Further negotiations on that day are concerned with economic 
questions. Molotov asks how the Austrian delegation proposes to 
pay the $150 million for German property. It is soon agreed that 
the sum should be paid in Austrian merchandise in annual instal- 
ments of $25 million each. 

Then Mikoyan presents the list of merchandise which the So- 
viet Union wants. It contains 10 to 15 items, mostly products of 
Austrian heavy industry as well as some chemicals and machinery. 
The chancellor suggests adding tractors, aluminum and leather. 
But when he suggests shoes. he meets with opposition; and when 
textiles are mentioned, Mikoyan is irritated. The Soviet Union does 
not need textiles. 

The chancellor says the matter cannot be discussed from just 
one point of view. He must consider the interests of all branches 
of Austrian economy. Mikoyan agrees but insists that the Soviet 
list of merchandise be used as a basis for future negotiations.

Now the oil problems are taken up. From Mikoyan’s introduc- 
tory presentation of facts, it is evident from the start that he plans 
to make very considerable demands. Molotov says that the Soviet 
Union is ready to accept raw oil deliveries against the rights speci- 
fied in the draft of the state treaty. But no dollars. The Soviet 
Union does not need dollars, he says almost harshly. In speaking 
of dollar value, Molotov says joking ly, it must be understood that 
American dollars are meant, in order to exclude the possibility 
that the Soviet Union might accept Mexican dollars. Raab retorts 
dryly that he personally would accept an interpretation that Chi-- 
nese dollars were meant. Everybody laughs. 

After private consultation the Austrian delegation proposes de- 
liveries of raw oil amounting to 50% of amtrian production during 
the next six years. It is clear that this suggestion includes a safety 
valve. If less is produced, less will be delivered. Mikoyan has a 
brief conversation with Molotov and says they are willing to accept 
a percentage of the production. But Kumykin asks for at least 60%. 

A minimum of 1] million tons of raw oil is requested, an 
average of about 1.8 million tons for the six years in question. 
The chancellor is very obstinate. Molotov suggests that it may be 
good for the two delegations to appoint a joint committee to dis- 
cuss the unsolved oil questions. A meeting is arranged for 4 in 
the afternoon. 


SOON thereafter we sit opposite Minister Mikoyan and his eco- 
nomics committee. The negotiations are matter of fact. An agree- 
ment on the Danube Shipping Company is quickly reached. Miko- 
yan requests $2.8 million for all assets of the company in Austria. 

The chancellor whispers with Scharf and Figl. Kreisky nods. 
Raab then extends his hand across the table and says, “I give you 
$2? million and not a cent more.” 

Mikoyan hesitates for a moment. Too bad to give up $800,000. 
But he accepts. 

No progress is made on the oil problems. The chancellor requests 
figures which are not available. Mikoyan does not give in and he is 
supported by Kumykin. Raab withdraws. He says that the whole 
matter is not yet ripe for a discussion but should be studied by 
experts. Shortly before 5 the meeting is closed. 

That evening in his bedroom ie. chancellor reverts to the oil: 
problem. He seems angry. “They are asking for too much,” he 
says. “I cannot give it to them.” 


THE Austrian delegation is invited to Moscow’s Bolshoi Theater 
for a ballet. I sit next to Gromyko during the performance. I want 
to be polite so I tell him that his name is i own to every newspaper | 
reader in the Western world. ° ‘Really?” he says.

He says it ironically, and without pleas- 
ure. He is quite frank during the conversation. “The problem of 
war and peace is very real for me,” he says. ‘‘My two brothers were 
killed during the war and my mother had to endure that.” I believe 
it would not be impossible to establish human contact with him. 


again sit opposite each other. 
Molotov is very friendly. He declares immediately that the Soviet 
eovernment is ready to accept Dec. 31, 1955 as the latest day for 
the withdrawal of occupation troops from Austria. This represents 
full consideration of the Austrian viewpoint. 

Then the oil problem comes up again. Molotov suggests reaching 
an agreement. Discussions continue. Finally Raab asks to be per- 
mitted to discuss the question alone with his delegation for 15 
minutes. In a special room the Austrians reach an agreement 
among themselves. Unanimously they decide to offer the Soviet 
Union 10 million tons of raw oil but to ask that delivery be made, 
not within six, but within 10 years. 

The chancellor presents the Austrian point of view to the Rus- 
sians. He says it is the last concession that can be made. Mikoyan 
wants to object, but I hear Molotov tell him that political con- 
siderations must have preference. They confer briefly with each 
other, and Molotov tells the chancellor: ‘The Soviet government 
agrees to the Austrian proposal.” 

For a moment, the Austrian delegation reminds one of a man 
who has just been relieved of a heavy burden, Everybody is in an 
excellent mood when the meeting ends. 

Outside in the hall I stop one of the high Soviet diplomats and 
ask him if he plays chess. His answer is yes. Then what does 
he think of an opening move in which a pawn is sacrificed in 
order to gain a favorable position? His answer is a smile.

The reception in the Kremlin that last evening is the most 
splendid and interesting one of all. About 40 representatives of 
highest Soviet government rank are waiting for us. In addition 
to the gentlemen we have met at previous receptions, ex-Premier 
Georgy Malenkov and Communist party boss Nikita Khrushchev 
are on hand. 

When Bulganin sees me, he asks, “Well, have you been to the 
Razgulyai?” (On one of the prec eding days he had asked me which 
school ! had attended in Moscow. ‘The gymnasium on the Raz- 
gulyai,” I told him.) He talks to me as one talks to a friend about 
the days of one’s youth. Is he by any chance a soul-catcher? I ask 
myself. But my respect for rank quickly returns. He is such a big 
fisherman and I am such a little fish. What could be his interest 
in catching me? He is sorry that [ did not have time to go to the 
Razgulyai, he says. And then, “Your mother is still alive? She 
must be very old. Give her my regards when you return home.” 
He says “Matushka’’—little mother. I had had a different picture 
of the premier of the Soviet Union. 

We are hardly seated for dinner when Molotov gets up. He 
makes a long speech. His final toast is to Austria. 

Then comes the long succession of toasts. Austria’s Ambassa- 
dor Bischoff offers a Russian toast. Molotov answers him and 
makes fun of him in a friendly way. Now that Bischoff has helped 
to conclude the negotiations, he will probably apply for a change

of name: he will no longer be Bischoff, or bishop, but archbishop, 
or maybe even patriarch. There is much laughter and the mood is 
high. The vice-chancellor keeps refilling his vodka glass with soda 
water, hoping that he may get by without drinking too much. 
But Molotov notices it and tells him that he will regret it. 

Then follows Nikita Khrushchev’s speech. Since it is complete- 
ly free of conventional phrases, it is undoubtedly the most inter- 
esting one made this evening. It is a pity that the Russian inter- 
preter does not translate it in full and that the Austrians thus 
miss much of its flavor. He jests—but with many serious under- 
tones. It is sometimes hard to tell what is a joke and what is 
meant seriously. His voice is deep, and though he must be in his 
60s. he gives the impression of great physical strength. Controlled, 
brutal energy and vitality are his characteristics. 

“You astonish me, gentlemen from Austria,”’ he says. “‘Is it pos- 
sible that you are skeptics? Don’t you believe your newspapers?’ 
Weren't you afraid to come to Moscow? Didn't you hear that I have 
horns on my forehead like the devil? Don’t you know that we here in 
the Kremlin eat a roasted ae every day for breakfast and lunch?” 

Nobody will be surprised, he continues, if he confesses to being 
a convinced Communist. ° ‘In these days we have got to know you, 
Mr. Raab,” he says, “‘as an honest, straightforward man. I am giv- 
ing you some good advice: follow my example and become a Com- 
munist also.” Everybody, including the Russians, laughs. This 
does not disturb Khrushchev. “Don’t laugh, Mr. Raab,” he says. 
“Believe me, my views are right. But if [ cannot convince you, in 
God’s name stay as you are. We will not disturb you. We know the 
conditions in Austria. We shall let the Austrian people live as 
they choose.” 


He continues talking about the advantages of the Communist

doctrine and of the disadvantages of the capitalistic world. He 
says, ‘My father tried hard all his life to become a capitalist. 
When I was a boy I even helped him with it. But, thank God, his 
endeavors were in vain, The light, gentlemen, please keep this i in 
mind, the light comes from the East.” 

Figl interrupts, “The sun also rises in Austria.” 

“Yes,” Khrushchev says, “but two or three hours later.” 

“Comrades Molotov and Mikoyan have reached an agreement 
with Austria,” Khrushchev continues. ““We shall examine it, and 
if it is wrong, we shal] question Comrades Molotov and Mikoyan, 
who bear the responsibility for it.” He does not say whom he 
means by “we,” neither does he say whether or not this remark is 
a joke, Referring to world politics, he talks of peace. “We want to 
be left alone,” he grumbles. 

| am sitting opposite Malenkov. He does not look well and is 
somewhat meditative. He talks very little except for exchanging a 
few words with his neighbors. It must not be easy for Malenkov 
to accept definite failure in his best years and to have to say mea 
culpa |oud enough for everyone to hear it. But it seems to me that 
he has always been a contemplative, reserved man. My impression 
of him from former times was that of a man who was not far- 
sighted enough to be strong. 

Even a banquet in the Kremlin comes to an end. Bulganin, the 
host, makes the last speech. He honors his guests in the friendli- 
est manner. 

Observing the top Soviet politicians and the way they behave 
among themselves, one comes to the conclusion that all specula- 
tions of the Western world regarding Stalin’s successor are utter- 
ly in vain. There seems to be hardly any doubt that his place is 
vacant at present. All these men are strong personalities. One or 
the other may, at a given time, be in the limelight for a short 
while, But I certainly aid not get the impression that there is one 
among them who rules over the others. 

Ev erybody goes to the drawing rooms. The chancellor and Bul- 
ganin are engaged i in a gay conversation. [ peat Bulganin say to 
Raab that the Crimea is very picturesque and beautiful, by no 
means less attractive than the French Riviera. 

“May I invite you, Mr. Raab, and you too, Mr. Scharf,” Bul- 
ganin says, “to spend your vacation with your wives in my coun- 
try? You will be most welcome guests.” 

‘Raab looks at him for a moment, winks one eye and asks, “And 
how about neutrality, Marshal?” Everybody laughs and he score 
is 1 to 0 for Austria. 

But Bulganin gets even. “I extended this invitation for selfish 
reasons, Mr. Chancellor,” he says. “I wanted to have the priv- 
ilege of being invited in turn to your beautiful Austria.” 

The conversation becomes more serious. “The West often sees 
ghosts,’’ Bulganin says. ““] remember one day when our professor 
of physics poured a liquid on the table and promised a good mark 
to anyone who could identify it by its smell. Those who were quick 
and ambitious guessed every possible smell and were ready with 
their answers immediately. T hey all got bad marks because it was 
water, which has no odor.” 

At last the evening comes to an end and the Austrians take their 
leave. When I extend my hand to Khrushchev, he holds it and 
begins to talk with me. Bulganin joins us and says, “But Nikita, 
let him go. Don’t you see “that the others have left already?”
